PUT IN HOCKER 
MANAGERS OWN 
BANK ACCOUNT 


Mortimer A. Rosecan 
Says Donation Was 
Intended to Reim- 
burse Him for Per- 
sonal Outlay. 


Mortimer A. Rosecan said to- 
day that he deposited in his per- 
sonal bank account a $1000 check 
of Teamsters Local 688 which 
was made out to the Lon Hocker 
Committee in 1956. Rosecan was 
manager of Hocker’s unsuccess- 
ful campaign for Governor that 
year. 

He-said Hocker knew nothing 
of the check and that none of 
the money received from Local 
688 “was used to pay any of 
Hocker’s campaign expenses. 

Rosecan said the money was 
received after the Nov. 6, 1956, 
general election, in which Hock- 
er,.a Republican, was defeated 
by Gov. James T. Blair. The 
check was intended to help re- 
imburse Rosecan for personal 
expenditures he made in manag- 
ing” Hocker’s ‘“‘uphill fight” in 
the campaign, he said. 

The $1000 Teamsters check 
was dated Nov. 5, 1956, the day 
before the election, but was not 
actually received unti! about a 
week after the election, Rosecan 
reported. He said he indorsed 
and deposited it. 

None Used in Campaign. 

Since none of the money was 
used to defray Hocker’s cam- 
paign expenses, Rosecan said, 
the’ $1000 Teamsters payment 
was not reported as a political 
contribution in the Hocker com- 
mittee’s official financial report 
filed with the Secretary of State 
in. Jefferson City. 

The Teamsters’ contribution 
was investigated by the federal 
grand jury which Wednésday in 
dicted Harold J. Gibbons, sec- 
retary-treasurer of Local 688, 
and five other St. Louis Team- 
ster officials, on charges of il- 
legally contributing union funds 
to the campaigns of Congres- 
sional candidates in 1956 and 
1958. 

In the course of its investiga- 
tion, the grand jury received 
evidence of Teamster contribu- 
tions to workers for several can- 
didates for state and local of- 
fices, including Hocker and Gov. 
Blair, authorities. said. 

The reported contributions for 
state and local. candidates were 
not used as a basis for bringing 
the indictment, the ‘@uthorities 
asSétted, because the federal 
Corrupt Practices Act has been 
interpreted by the courts as ap- 
plying only to candidates for na- 
tional offices. 

Represented Teamsters. 


Rosecan, an attorney, repre- | 


serited Teamsters Local 688, in 
1954, when a previous federal 
grand jury investigated the 
union’s political activities and 
contributions. 

He reported the $1000 check 
stemmed from a ehance meeting 
with Gibbons and other Team- 
sters officials about two weeks 
before the 1956 general election. 

He said Gibbons expressed ad- 
miration for the “‘uphill fight” 
Rosecan and Hocker were mak- 
ing’ in the gubernatorial race. 
Rosecan said he complained 
\ that. organized labor, including 
the Teamsters, were solidly 
backing Blair in the election, and 
' ¢harged that many union lead- 
ers-were ‘‘Democrats first and 
labor leaders second.” 

He told Gibbons, he continued, 
that! this would discourage quali- 
fied persons from seeking public 
office, and discourage persons,

(UPI)—The - Brazilian, Air Min- 
istry said today the United States 
Navy plane probably was to 
blame for the air collision in 
which’ 6 persons were killed 
here yesterday. 

Thirty-five of the dead, and 
the only three survivors, were 
United States Navy men. Among 
the dead were 19 leading mem- 
bers of the Navy Band, coming 
from Buenos Aires to play for 
a dinner President Eisenhower 
gave last night for Brazilian 
President Juscelino Kubitschek. 


The survivors and seven of the 
dead were members of a United 
States Navy anti-submarine team 
which had been sent to advise 
the Argentine navy after a mys- 
tery submarine was reported in 
a gulf on the Argentine coast. 
No submarine was found, and 
the team was on its way home. 

Others dead in the orash were 
the seven crewmen of the Navy 
plane, a four-engine R-6D, two 
other Navy passengers and 22 
Brazilian passengers and the 
crew of four aboard the Brazilian 
DC-3 airliner involved in the col-. 
lision. 

A Brazilian Air Ministry 
spokesman said the Navy R-6D 
which collided with the DC-3 
over the cloud-shrouded Sugar 
Loaf méduntain apparently had 
strayed from its assigned course.

CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla., 
Feb. 26 (AP)—The United States 
tried unsuccessfully today to put 
an experimental “‘spy in the sky” 
satellite into orbit. The effort 
failed when the second stage of 
the Atlas-Agena launching ve- 
hicle apparently did not separate. 
Called Midas, the satellite was 
designed to detect a ballistic 
missile the instant it was 
launched. The device weighed 
more than two tons, and the in- 
tention was to get it into an 
orbit between 100 and 200 miles 
above the earth. 

More than three hours after 
the launching effort, the AirForce 
announced: 


“At approximately the time 
planned for separation there was 
a loss of telemetry, and ground 
tracking equipment did not re- 
acquire the space vehicle. 

“It is presumed that second- 
stage separation did not occur 
and Midas I burned up upon rre- 
entering the earth’s atmosphere 
about 2500 miles down-range.”

The report said that about 60 
per cent of United States aid to 
that nation goes to support near- 
ly 100 per cent of Viet Nam's 
military budget. Pentagon fig- 
ures showed this week that Viet 
Nam military aid from 1954 to 
last June 30 amounted to $496,- 
265,000. Contributions this year 
will total $74,482,000. 

‘New Premise’ for Aid, 

In calling for “a new positive 
premise for aid to Viet Nam,” 
the subcommittee asked for 
progressive reduction of non- 
military grant aid, which topped 
$182,000,000 in the year ended 
last June 30. It said that as soon 
as the country is on the way 
to reasonable economic self-re- 
liance ali grant aid should be 
stopped. Loans and technical 
help would be continued.

ANOTHER PROMINENT busi- 
ness man yesterday called United 
States efforts inadequate to meet 
the Soviet threat. 


Thomas J. Watson Jr., presi- 
dent of the International Busi- 
ness Machines Corp., said 
he is unaffiliated with either 
political party but voted twice 
for President Eisenhower. 

Watson recommended higher 
taxes, if necessary, to cope with 
the Russians. He also favored 
increased Government controls, 
including restraints on public 
debate of defense issues. 

Watson was heard by the Sen- 
ate Subcommittee on National 
Policy Machinery, a unit of the 
Government Operations Com- 
mittee. The subcommittee, un- 
der Senator Henry M. Jackson 
(Dem.), Washington, is inves- 
tigating the adequacy of policy- 
making institutions. 

PREVIOUSLY BEFORE the 
subcommittee, two Republican 
bankers and a college president 
called for greater sacrifices to 
deal with the Soviet threat. 
They were Robert E. Lovett, 
former Secretary of Defense; 
Robert C. Sprague, a former 
presidential adviser on _ secu- 
rity, and Dr. James P. Bax- 
ter III, of Williams College. 

“We are in a crucial contest 
with the Soviet Union,” Watson 
said. ‘“‘Therefore, we must be 
willing to accept any sacrifices 
to win. Freedom of speech is 
basic in a democracy but we 
should be ingenious enough to 
have freedom of speech without 
confusing the public about our 
military posture. 


“Perhaps we need a new gov- 


ernmental approach which will 
provide that all debate on a 
vital controversial subject re- 
main behind closed doors until 
there is some unanimity of 
opinion, or at least until the 
majority and minority views 
are crystallized.”

THE CAPITAL is getting at least one sample these days of 
legislative investigation at its very best. This is the inquiry being 
conducted by Senator Henry M. Jackson (Dem.), Washington, 
into the operations of the policy-making machinery of the Gov- 


ernment. 
It is 13 years since the last 
major revision of the national | 


security policy-making machin- | 


ery in the National Security Act | 


of 1947. Since then, as the com- 


mittee’s interim report notes, 
the traditional distinction be-| 
tween peace and war has been 
obliterated, and our top officials | 
have gone on dealing with the 
cunning new techniques of the 
cold war through the old proce- | 
dures of the war and pre-war 
eras. 


What Jackson is doing, with 
the help of a competent staff, is 
to conduct a scholarly, objective 
and nonpartisan study of this 
whole problem so that when the 
new President of the United 
States stumbles exhausted out of 
the election campaign in Novem- 
ber. he will have a careful analy- 
sis of this problem of modern- 
izing the policy-making process. 

THE PRESENT situation in 
Washington illustrates the prob- 
lem. The President is in South 
America. The Secretary of State 
is with him, There is a new 
Secretary of Defense—the sixth 
in 13 years—assisted by a com- 
paratively new Under Secretary 
of Defense — the eighth in 13 
years—and by a chairman of 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff, Gen. 
Nathan F. Twining, who is in 
the hospital for the second time 
in a few months. 

Meanwhile, there is a crisis 
in Cuba, without a United States |-—— 
Ambassador on the job, and a 
series of separate negotiations 
in process on nuclear testing, 
disarmament, German policy, 
and summit policy—not to men- 
tion all the domestic problems, 


including the presidential elec- 
tion, and a national debate on 
the adequacy of our whole na- 
tional defense, 

The truth is that there is a 
| traffic jam at the top of the 
| Government, with everybody 
| complaining that he has too 
| much to do in too little time. 
| In dealing with Moscow’s propa- 
ganda diplomacy, former Sec- 
retary of State Dulles was his 
own policy-maker and negotia- 
tor, and in the process down- 
graded the ambassadors. 

Now the heads of government, 
including President Eisenhower 
and Premier Khrushchev, have 
taken over the policy-making 
and propaganda jobs’. them- 
selves, thereby downgrading the 
Foreign Secretaries to the point 
where most people cannot re- 
member their names. 

FORTUNATELY, Jackson has 
avoided the temptation to turn 
his inquiry into an attack on the 
specific personalities and poli- 
cies of this Administration, and 
as a result he is getting the 
co-operation of the Administra- 
tion in his investigation. 

Jackson knows that the prob- 
lem of security demands analy- 
sis not only of government ma- 
chinery but of government per- 
sonnel, and that the cold war has 
created as many demands on the

Mr. McCone’s Default 


The atomic power program which Atomic 
Energy Commission Chairman McCone has 
unveiled to Congress is less a program than 
a default. 

It leaves to private enterprise the leader- 
ship in de “loping commercial atomic power 
—a policy inherited from former Chairman 
Lewis L. Strauss which has been thoroughly 
discredited. Of the 2,000,000 kilowatts of ca- 
pacity which the Strauss commission dog- 
matically predicted for the end of 1960, less 
than 400,000 will be in place. , 

Mr. McCone says nothing in his program of 
how much he expects to subsidize private com- 
panies in order to induce them to undertake 
even the insufficient amount of development 
they may be willing to go in for. Subsidy # 
has always been prohibited by law, but under 
the Strauss administration the commission * 
managed by evasion to give whopping subsi- 
dies. Chairman McCone had earlier proposed 
subsidies up to 100 per cent, but his new 
program mekes no mention of the subject, 
presumably because the proposal when first 
made was so emphatically: sat on. 

There is nothing in the McCone program 
about a natural-uranium reactor. Yet no other 
type is so much needed to make our atomic 
know-how work for us in: international rela- 
tions. 
want natural-uranium reactors because they 
could then supply their own fuel... They do 
not want to be dependent on another country 
for enriched uranium, and they lack the huge 
amounts of electricity necessary to produce 
it for themselves. Democrats on the Congres- 
sional Joint Committee on Atomic Energy 
have been urging for four years that the AEC 
build a natural-urgnium reactor. Instead, 
the commission is taking a timid, folloWer’s 
role by planning to invest up to $5,000,000 
in natureal-uranium reactors under develop- 
ment by the Canadian Government’s Atomic 
Energy of Canada, Ltd. 

The possibilities of using plutonium as a 
fuel for the production of electric power con- 
tinue to be ignored in the McCone program. 
Plutonium is a by-product of atomic reactors. 
It has so far been used only for weaponry. 
Yet it is a potentially rich source of fuel for 
electric power generation, and one that would 
be within the reach of power-short nations. 


If relatively little clamor has been raised 
on the Joint Committee in protest at the pov- 
erty of Chairman McCone’s proposals, it is 
not because they are materially better than 
those of his predecessor, who provoked plenty 
of clamor. It is because he knows and prac- 
tices more of the art of getting along with 
people. But Mr. McCone is going to have to 
come up with something vastly superior to 
anything he has so far produced if he expects 
to demonstrate that he is more than another 
Lewis Strauss with ingratiating manners. 


Where 26 Billions Went 


The Defense Department’s disclosure of 
the amounts of military assistance received 
by individual countries from the United 
States over the last 10 years may have mixed 
results. it should silence critics who have 
frequently comvlained that the Government. 
would not reveal such information, but it will 
provide ammunition for those who object: to 
aid for specific countries. ‘The move repre- 
sents a considerable reversal of policy. The 
reason given in the past for refusing the in- 
formation was that its publication might eause 
resentment among allies on the short end of 
the stick. 


It is not surnrising that a little more than 
half of the $26,078,945,000 disbursed in the 
period went to Europe, but it will likely be 
news to many that France was by far the 
largest beneficiary, having received $4,502,- 
053,000. The next largest recipient was the 
Nationalist Chinese regime on Formosa, which 
got $2,056,930,000. The period covers ap- 
proximately the entire life of this recime and 
represents an expenditure of about $1370 for 
each of the 1,500,000 Chinese on the island. 
Our other client-state in the Far East, South 
Korea, got $1,291.947,000. 

Of interest is the fact that the average an- 
nual expenditure over the decade was about 
two and a half billion. dollars, while the 
amount sought this year’is two billion, a re- 
duction of only 20 per cent from the average. 
Secretary Gates says two billion will be re- 
quired each year as long as the United States 
maintains its present defenses. On that prem- 
ise Congress should provide the necessary 
funds without overlooking the obligation to 
provide funds for economic development, also.

A Loaf of Bread 


The injunction suit which six bakeries have 
brought against a new Missouri weights and 
measures law establishing a standard-weight 
loaf of bread gives them a day in court to 
which they are certainly entitled. At the same 
time the public that buys the loaves, standard- 
weight or not, is entitled to know that the 
new law was designed for its protection. 

Loaves may vary in weight by six ounces 
or more and the customer would be unable to 
tell the difference. The ‘weight may be in- 
scribed on the wrapper and the majority of 
customers never.notice it. So for a long while 
now, efforts have. been-in progress to standard- 
ize the product. Customers could then go into 
any store and know. they were getting the 


standard amount of bread for their money. 


As long ago as 1921 the National Bureau of 
Standards began trying to establish a standard 
loaf. The National Retail Bakers’ Association 
appeared in behalf of the project at a confer- 
ence on the subject in Washington that year. 
Missouri's provisions that loaves must weigh 
half a pound, a pound, a pound and a half, 
or multiples of a pound, are based on the Na- 
tional Bureau of Standards’ model code.

| Less Top-Level Diplomatic Travel 


WASHINGTON. 


R. ROBERT LOVETT, WHO HAS BEEN SECRETARY of 

Defense and Under Secretary of State, is one of the very 

ablest public officials of our times. It is a reflection on the 
way we run the Government that he was allowed to escape from 
Washington and take refuge in a banking house in Wall Street. 


But on Tuesday he came back 
to testify before Senator Jack- 
son’s subcommittee on the pol- 
icy-making machinery of the 
Government. It 
is plain even 
from the incom- 
plete reports 
which are avail- 
able that, 
watching Wash- 
ington from a 
distance, he has 
had a hard time 
holding on to 
himself. On 
Tuesday he let 
himself go. The 
result was an explosion of 
pungent criticism which had 
none of the tired monotony of a 
ghost-written statement. Mr. Lo- 
vett dealt with the general com- 
placency, with the role ofthe 
Budget Bureau, with the making 
of political speeches by Defense 
officials and with the travels of 
the Secretary of State. 


The Secretary of State, said 
Mr. Lovett, should stay at home 
and run his departn.ent. To han- 
dle international negotiations and 
at meetings there should be cre- 
ated, he suggested, a new cabi- 
net officer to be called the-Min- 
ister of Foreign Affairs. 


A Roving Ambassador. 


This new official would be, 
presumably, subject to the or- 
ders of the Secretary of State or 
to orders of the President acting 
with the advice of the Secretary 
of State. If the Minister of For- 
eign Affairs were not under or- 
ders, he and not the Secretary 
would be running the Depart- 
ment of State. 


But if the Minister of Foreign 
Affairs is No. 2 and the Secre- 
tary remains No. 1, then the 
minister is in substance no more 
than a roving ambassador. He 
will not in fact be the equal of 
the other foreign ministers at 
international meetings, no mat- 
ter what hi8 title and where he 
sits at official dinners. 


Thus while I believe Mr. 
Lovett’s diagnosis is correct and 
long overdue, we shall have to 
look further for the remedy. 


World War II Habit. 


There is a good deal to be said 
for having a roving ambassador, 
perhaps several roving ambassa- 
dors to deal with regional ques- 
tions. But I do not believe we 
can expect a roving ambassador, 
even if he is called Minister of 
Foreign Affairs, to be a substi- 
tute for the Secretary of State 
at international meetings. 


Lovett 


On serious questions foreign 


governments will insist upon 
talking directly with the makers 
of policy. If the American 


foreign ministers will probably 
come to Washington to see them. 


Much of modern diplomacy is 
conducted at the summit by the 
heads of governments or near 
the summit by ministers of for- 
eign affairs, and the habit, once 
it is formed, is hard to break. 
If foreign governments, or for 
that matter Congress, get used 
to talking to five-star generals, 
they will not want to talk to 
two-star generals. 


This habit of negotiating at the 
highest possible level was 
formed. during the second world 
war. Roosevelt and Churchill 
ran the Western alliance by di- 
rect contact and through special 
intermediaries like Harry Hop- 
kins. They dealt with the global 
war by direct contact with Sta- 
lin, who was the absolute mas- 
ter of the Soviet Union. 


Inefficient System. 


This habit became an addition 
under John Foster Dulles, who 
was recognized in the world as 
being not merely the Secretary 
of State, but in fact the cus- 
todian of the President's powers 
in foreign affairs. Ever since his 
time an international meeting is 
not an: international meeting un- 
less it is attended by the Presi- 
dent or the Secretary of State. 


If there is a remedy for this 
inefficient system, it will have 
to come, I think, through a 
breaking of the habit and from 
a re-education in the way inter- 
national affairs are conducted. 
As we realize that the President 
cannot go everywhere and still 
be in fact the chief executive, 
that the Secretary of State can- 
not go to every meeting and 
still run his department, we shall 
have to carry on much of our 
international business at lower 
levels. 


We are now suffering from a 
congestion at the top, accom- 
panied by the downgrading of 
the ambassadors and a neglect 
of the normal channels of diplo- 
macy. 


Dealing With Allies. 


My own view is that a Presi- 
dent and a Secretary could break 
the habit if they were resolute 
about it. They should make at- 
tendance at “international meet- 


ings a rare, not a commonplace, 
occurrence. They should swear 
otf on this continual round of 
travel, 

Even in the most difficult case, 
which is that of the Soviet Un- 
ion, it might not be impossible 
to open up better channels of 
communication than those which 
are now used. Did we make full

Second Exhibition by In- 
structors Contains Works 
of Seven. 


By GEORGE McCUE. 

The second exhibition ‘by 
Washington University faculty 
artists, in Givens Hall gallery, 
is the work of seven instructors 
in the fine arts and architecture 
faculties. The first group of 
teaching artists had its show last 
month. 

This is not a physically large 
exhibition, but it is well ordered, 
and, like the previous one, has 
a range that speaks for the va- 
riety of the pointe of view rep- 
resented in the facuity. 

Charles Quest, who is probably 
best known for his intricately 
linear wood engravings, has re- 
cent paintings here. In two oil 
still lifes, done in a mat finish, 
the fruit, flowers and their con- 
tainers have edges that are de- 
fined largely in their own colors, 
with subtle transitions between 
the roundness of the objects and 
the flat space that contains them. 

The farthest removed from 
these quiet sonorities are the ex- 
pressionist forms of William 
Quinn, whose ‘‘The Green Vase,” 
placed in a deep blue atmos- 
phere with mysterious light 
sources, holds flowers that seem 
to erupt from it. Disruptions and 
reordering of forms are seen in 
the contorted figure of his ‘‘Span- 
ish Guitar” and in the nonfigura- 
tive ‘Black Magic.” 

The first painting seen upon 
entering the gallery is Fred Con- 
way’s “Abstraction,” a_light- 
hearted radiance of red-orange 
hues. Conway also has one of 
his dusky “Paris” oils, with deep 
vistas of shadowy arcades and 
lights that the viewer becomes 
aware of once he penetrates a 
passage of midnight density. His 
“Golfers in the Rain,” drolly 
stiff figures under umbrellas, is 
also in the exhibit. 

Walter Barker is showing three 
oils, already in private collec- 
tions, that are variations on a 
theme of landscape faintly seen 
in a blue or blue-gray light, and 
enlivened with traceries of fleet 
black lines. These are done with 
a masterly command of poetic 
calligraphy, which looks like 
quick notations of such transient 
phenomena as the flight of birds, 


the movements of clouds and the 
barely visible contours of dis- 
tant hills.

NEW YORK—Martin L. Bart- 
ling Jr., president of the Na- 
tional Association of Home Build- 
ers, today proposed a searching 
re-examination of Federal hous 
ing programs'and establishment 
of control at cabinet rank for 
housing. 

Speaking before the Group V 
Association of Savings Banks at 
Brooklyn, N. Y. the Knoxville, 
Tenn., home builder said the in- 
dustry feels that “our great 
political parties should formulate 
bold and imaginative housing 
philosophies and spell these out 
in unequivocal terms.” 


“‘We believe, he added, “these 
philosophies should then be giv- 
en form and substance at the 
cabinet level of our government 
—a level where the economic 
and social voice of housing, in 
all of its ramifications, may be 
heard on equal terms with those 
of commerce, of agriculture, of 
labor, and of the treasury. 


Seeks Social Thinking. 


“Some may scoff at this notion. 
Others may thing it pretentious. 
To those who disbelieve, I sug- 
gest they not think in the narrow 
terms of an individual home 
builder, or of an individual house 
when considering housing. Think 
instead of a population that will 
number 214,000,000 by 1970, and 
of the total housing needs of fhis 
popualtion; think of the ex- 
pansion of our great urban areas 
and, in this process, consider 
carefully the rot and decay that 
has infected the shelter offered 
by their central cities.

Poignant Love Story 


“THE WIND CANNOT READ,” a British picture at the 
AMBASSADOR fHEATER, is naturally reminiscent of 
“Sayonara,” in that it concerns the love of a Japanese girl 
and a Western soldier. However, it doesn’t go into the agon- 
izing problems of officially enforced separa- 
tion and race antipathy, but is rather a 
tender and poignant love story with a bit- 
ter-sweet ending. 

It is laid in India, with the outdoor lo- 
cales photographed there beautifully im 
Eastman color, including the loving couple 
in front of the ethereal white beauty of the 

Taj Mahal and its limpid pool. We have Dirk Bogarde, . the 

epitome of the sensitive young Englishman, as a grounded 

pilot sent to a Japanese language school ‘to train him as a 

prisoner interrogator, and Yoko Tani, a hitherto unknown 

actress here, as the Japanese instructress with whom he soon 
falls wholeheartedly in love. 

There isn’t too much complication to this story from a 
novel by Richard Mason, author of “The World of Suzie 
Wong,” with Mason himself writing the screenplay. it is 
rather its delicate fervor, its fragile charm that gives it its 

_ cachet. This is especially brought out, under Ralph Thomas's 
understanding direction, by the personality of Miss Tani — 
she is not a great beauty, but-has.a quaint charm and deep 


4 sincerity that make her exquisitely winning. 


The man-made obstacles to this true love are not at first 
formidable. When they are married after a holiday in the hill 
country, there are official objections to him associating with 
a person of enemy origin, publicly at least, but a kindly brig- 
ader (Anthony Bushell) gives them his Japanese style house. 
’ A call to war in Burma and capture of Bogarde by the Jap- 
anese is an obstacle the young officer overcomes by escaping.

Saga of Courage 

“MY NINE LIVES,” the first Norwegian feature to be 
released in this country, is a true adventure stoty, the 
escape of Jan Baalsrud, a sergeant in the defeated Norwe- 
gian army, who was the lone survivor of a team of 10 sabo- 
uy ly teurs whose fishing boat was sunk by the 

Z Nazis and who finally escaped to Swegen 
after surviving incredible hardships. 

But the film, at the APOLLO ART, is not 
done as a dry documentary. Rather it is 
a very buman and gripping narrative. As 
played by Jack Fielstad, the freedom- 
fighter is a grim, silent man of tremendous 

raw courage and amazing endurance. Wounded in.the foot, 
he swims an icy sea to‘ get help, then strikes out across 
country toward Sweden in the dead of winter, over an icy 
plateau and up towering mountain ranges. He is tortured 
by snow blindness, gangrene (he cuts off his own toes to 
save his life), hunger and intense cold, and is hunted every- 
where by Nazi troops. 

A simple mountain couple (Henny Moan and Alf Malland) 

_ hide him in their barn when he collapses. With the -aid 
~ Of neighbors, the man undertakes to haul the delirious, help- 
* less fugitive on a sled over a 3000-foot mountain range. 
» The struggle of the ski party up the cliffs and slopes’ is 
', stark and harrowing. (It was photographed over the actual 

route, in temperature of 22 degrees below zero.) It is a 
monument to human bravery, endurance and loyalty.. At one 
time Baalsrud, buried under a ledge on the mountain top 
under a terrific blizzard, is given up for dead, but a spark 
of life still remains when he is found. There is nothing 
more pathetic than the fugitive, blind and with a rag over 
his eyes, feeling his way alone along cliffs and slopes on 
skis, probing with his ski-poles for pitfalls. 

Director Arne Skouen, who also wrote the meager. di- 
alogue, has captured the majestic and brooding beauty of 
the northern wastelands and the rugged, honest faces of his 
people with his camera. The film received an Academy 
Award nomination for best foreign picture two years ago, 
and well deserved it. ' 


Rise and Fall of a Jazz Hero 


I DON’T KNOW how closely “THE GENE KRUPA 
STORY,” at the FOX approximates the life of the famous 
jazz drummer, but as drama, the film follows stereotyped 
lines. Sal Mineo, who plays Krupa, starts out as a nice boy— 
as a matter of fact, he was at first a stu- 
dent for the priesthood—but with New York 
success he gets a swelled head, goes in for 
riotous living, and gives his sweet girl- 
friend of his Chicago days (Susan Kohner) 
the fast brush for some red-hot tootsies in 
the jazz world, and even turns on his old 
buddy (James Darren.) | 

A rap for possession of marijuana (of course he was 
framed by his beautiful but vicious girl band singer). leads 
to six months in jail, a cold shoulder from night clubs and 
eventually skid row. All just like Mickey Rooney getting his 
comeuppance in one of those pictures Mickey used to toss off. 
Of course Susan seeks him out in his degradation and. by her 
rather vapid sweetness inspires kim to hit the big-time again. 

Sal, an amateur drummer of sorts, impersonates Krupa 
very well technically in delirious, way-out attacks on the 
skins, although Krupa himself dubbed in the sound. Of in- 
terest to jazz fans in a trite picture is the appearance of Red 
Nichols, Anita O’Day and Shelly Manne. 

If you go, you ought to catch the second feature, “EDGE 
OF ETERNITY,” a neat little modern western in which Ari- 
zona deputy sheriff Cornel Wilde sets out to catch a mysteri- 
ous killer loose in the mining country bordering the Grand 
Canyon. There is a concluding fight a mile in the air over 
the Grand Canyon on a mining ‘“‘bucket” suspended by cables 
which puts the old Fight on the Cliff to shame and is guar- 
anteed to give you galloping goose-pimples. Victoria Shaw 
is the socialite heroine and Mickey Shaughnessy a tough bar- 
tender.

IF THE TREND toward easy weight-reducing continues, Al 
Eberhardt predicts, some manufacturer will invent a “spray can” 
method of figure control—just spray it on and take it off. Al, 
his wife, Agnes, and his. brother, Walter, might well be termed 
the Exereising Eberhardts. They've been helping St. Louisans 
give themselves a trimming for the past quarter of a century 
and it’s their experienced opinion that there’s no easy way to 
shed the pounds. The method they advocate is the time-honored, 
old-fashioned one of diet plus exercise. Singly and collectively 


they'll help you get the exercise, 


At present, Al, director of 
physical education at the Mis- 
souri School for the Blind,, con- 
ducts a class for women on 
Wednesday night at the Mag- 
dalen Youth Center, 4354 South 
Kingshighway, and on Tuesday 
nights at St. Louis University. ° 

Walter (Doc) Eberhardt, direc- 
tor of physical education at St. 
Louis University, has classes 
there on Thursday nights and at 
Lyndover School in Maplewood 
on Wednesday nights, in addition 
to a daily morning radio pro- 
gram and TV appearances on 


the Charlotte Peters show on ‘* 


KSD-TV. 

Agnes, who taught at the 
Y.W.C.A, for many years, now 
confines her teaching to square 
dancing and volleyball classes 
for the nuns at St. Mary’s con- 
vent, but still is an ardent advo- 
cate of the daily do-it-yourself. 

“The only safe and sane way 
to reduce is through diet and 


. exercise,” she says. ‘‘Artificial 


aids can’t do it for you. If you’re 
overweight, stop eating as much 
and exercise regularly, It’s bet- 
ter to exercise often for a short 
period than for long stretches 
infrequently. In fact, if women 
would do three minutes of ex- 
ercise a day—just the amount of 
time spent’ in brushing their 
teeth—they could stay in shape.”

Not all of “Doc’s” work is 


with women. This winter he has | 


helped get some of the Cardinal 
baseball players in condition for 
spring trainipg with a series of 

sessions, using pretty 
much the same exercises he uses 
for his women’s classes but step- 
ping up the number. 


At the end of each semester in 
the county classes, he has the 


» women students bring their hus- 


bands for the last meeting and 
usually a hilarious time is had 
by all as the men try to do the 
exercises their wives have been 
doing. He’s considered starting 
a couples class but thus far has 
found classes for women only 
most feasible. 

‘“‘Women are consistent in their 
interest,” he says. ‘Even if they 
drop out for a while, they come 
back. I’ve had women sign up 
and say, ‘Remember me? I was 
here three children ago.’ ”’ 

The Lyndover school class it- 
self is an example of consistency.

Jane, Timothy and Michael, who 
are in eighth, sixth and first 
grade, respectively, at St. Ga- 
briel the Archangel school, The 
Walter Eberhardts have two chil- 
dren, Jean, a junior at Indiana 
University, and Dick, who lives 
in San Diego, is an engineer at 
a missile plant, and has a 2-year- 
old child. 


All three of the Eberhardts 
are good advertisements for 
their own advice.

We arrived at St. Francisville 
early enough to visit Oakley 
Plantation, which is maintained 
as an Audubon memorial in a 
small but beautiful state park 
near the town. Then we went 
back to enjoy an evening on the 
wide gallery of the old planta- 
tion house, looking out at the 
great live oaks dripping with 
Spanish moss and scenting the 
fragrance of blossoming ca- 
mellias and. jasmine. 

Next morning as we break- 
fasted here on the gallery, list- 
ening to the countless varieties 
of songbirds that «must have 
made their melodies for Audu- 
bon so many years ago, we had 
an unusual wildlife experience. 
From the woods nearby came 
the scolding of bluejays and 
crows—and out of the tangle of 
foliage came a big barred owl, 
closely pursued by these tor- 
mentors. He came to rest in 
the, live oak nearest us and 
twisted his head far around to 
see us. But the dive-bombing 
birds allowed him no peace and
